been changed by the retirement of Sir 
Adol|)ho Caron and Mr. Ouimet, wlio 
have been succeeded bv Mr. Taillon and 
Mr. Angers, besides ^^r. Ross (without 
portfolio), while Mr. Desjardins remains 
in the cabinet. These are four men 
against whom the finger of scorn has 
never been lifted, nor has the tongue 
of calumny been heard af/aiiist 
them. Col. Tisdale, the new minister 
from Ontario, is a man widely known 
and as widely respected in Eastern 
Canada. From Manitoba, there is Hugh 
,folin I\racdon;ild (great applause) in 
every way the son of lii.s illtistrioua 
father, of whom in appearance he is a 
smaller edition, and whose talents he 
has largely inherited. 

After Sir Charles Ttipper had formed 
his cabinet, coiitiiiueil Col. Prior, he 
thought it well to go straight to the seat 
of the principal tnaible— -to Winnipeg. 
He was there received, with Hugh John 
.Macdoiialil, by a crowd of from eight to 
ten thousand ])cople, at the station or as 
near to it as they could get. The re- 
cei)tion was most magnificent and en- 
thu.siastic, so much so that Sir Charles 
could hardly re;ili/.e that he wiis in 
Winnipeg. '(Applau.se.) At the meet- 
ing the following night Hugh ,Johu .Mac- 
donald, after having been presented 
with an immense reuuieilion, was heard 
with the greatest 'enthusiasm, while 
Sir Charles Topper atldressed tluit great 
meeting for two hours without so much 
as one single hostile interruption or his.s. 
.•\t the close of the two hours Sir Charles 
was its I'orci hie and vigorous as at the 
beginning— an evidence that lie is not 
the decrepit old man he ia pictured. 
(Laughter.) Sir Charles spoke plainly 
in Winnipeg on the school question and 
every other issue, and was cheered to the 
echo ; and the only conclusion to be ar- 
rived at after seeing that meeting was 
that Hugh John Macdonald will snow 
Mr. Martin under. (Great applause.) 
In Winnipeg less is heard of tlie school 
(|uestioii than in Victoria. In Assini- 
boia, with a wiiolly rrotestant ))opuIa- 
tioii, Mr. ^Vm. Jlacdonald, wdio v(jted 
with the government on the school 
question, after the close of the session 
received an immense majority at the 
nouiinatiiig convention in his coiisti- 
cuency, ami he will assuredly lie elected, 
for the people there as in Manitoba are 
aho^-e everything else Conservatives. 

It could not he said that the 
remedial bill was debated in parlia- 
ment after the second reading — but 
insteaii. a small party in the House prac- 
tically defied the majority, talking 
against time, reading French novels and 
even from the Bible, until it came so 
near the time for prorogation that the 
bill had to be withdrawn. In the mean- 
time it had been edifying to see Mr. 
McCarthy cross the lloor to confer with 
Mr. Laurier; and Sir Richard Cart- 
wright to talk t» Mr. Wallace, to ar- 
range who should speak next to obstruct 
the bill. 

He regretted that the estimates had 
not been brouglit down, but the fact 
was that while Hon. Mr. Foster as 
tinance minister had tried to 
with Mr. Lauiier to pass even three 
montliB' suj)plie8, Mr. Laurter would not 
agree; he said that the opposition hail 
had a caucus and ligreed that not a sin- 
gle money vote for use after the 1st of 
.Inly should be allowed to be passed. In 
coiiseiiuence it was of course useless to 
bring down the estimates, anil at an im- 
mense expense another ses.sioii will have 
to beheld immediately after llie general 
idectioii. In the eBtiinates and in the 
railroad subsidies there would have 
appeared everything that the repre- 
sentatives of Victoria have been 
iisUed to get for their constituents — jiiid 
not (uily N'ictoria, hut the whole of Brit- 
ish Columbia for whom ho now had the 
right to speak, had been similarly dealt 
with. When these (;stiinates are sub- 
milted at the next session it will be 
proved that not only Earle and Prior, 
but every representative of British Col- 
umbia had in this respect fully done hia 
duty. Among the scnemes the govern- 
ment had in contemplation, to be pro- 
vided for in the estimates, was one by 
which meat would be sent to England iii 
cold storage, in jilace of the cattle trade 
.'itoiiped by the regulations of the Imper- 
ial govoi iiment. J^very farmer in Cana- 
da wislunl to see this scheme put into 
ell'ect, hut that made no difference to the : 
oi)j)osition — they would not allow it to j 
go through. J 
Another matter of great moment to us j 
was the bill in regard to the subdivisions 
oul.siiie of Victoria city — a bill to " ger- 
ryiiiauilcr," the oppoailioii say. (Ltiugh- 
ter.) Every hill has to go through both 
houses, and it does not matter whether 
it goes lirst to the Senate or to the Com- 
mons. This bill was introduced lirst in 
the Senate simply because of 
the obstruction going on in 
the House of Commons, and 
after it had passed the Senate he intro- 
duced it in the Commons. To facilitate 
malteiH he inentioiuul his intention to 
.Mr. Martin, before tlu^ house met on the 
day when he was to move the second 
reading. The hill is :i very simple afl'air 
— it merely gives thi^ electors already 011 
the list the opportunity' of voting nearer 
to their plai;es of residence than the mi- 
mense distances s mie of them had to go 
at last election — rhose at Esiiuinialt, at 
I'arison's Hridge, at Ceiiar Hill, and at 
other outlying settlements, for instaiux'. 
Mr. Martin would not say whether or 
not he intended to oppose the bill, and 
was out of the house when the place on 
tl^o order paper was reached where Col. 
Prior had either to move the second 
readini:, or, allowing the bill to be passed 
over, lose the chance of bringing it for- 
',var(l at all that session. The second 
reading was agreed to, but Mr. Martin 
coining into the house while the bill was 
under cousideralion pretended to be in a 
state of great indignation at iis haviiic 
been "railroaded" in liis iihsence, 
and in con8ei]uence of the ob.strnc.tion 
which he then olt'ered, speaking for 
.lOurs, the bill bad to be withdrawn to 
enable other and generally important 
business to be proceeded' with. The 
electors of the suburbs would therefore 
have Mr. Martin to thank for the incon- 
venience they would be put to again 
next election. 

With regard to the school queslion, ho 
must say tliat he was now more stronply 
convinced than ever that the govern- 
ment have taken the proper course. The

Ottawa, Miiy 13.— Sir Charlea Tup- 
per returned from Winnipeg to-nighti 
He was jubilant at the reception accorded 
him there and at other places along the 
route. He says " Joe Martin's de- 
feat is conceded by all well informed 
men, and througtiout Manitoba and the 
Territories we are warranted in expect- 
ing to carry every .seat. I met candi- 
dates and also many delegates from 
every constituency in the West, and to a 
man tbey are confident of victory. The 
prospects could not be brighter." 

" What is the feeling on the 
school (luestion?" was asked. 

" I found that public sentiment had 
undergone a great change from what it 
was re])reseiiteil to be sonio time ago. A 
large majority of the peo))le fceein to re- 
cognize the; constitutional aspect of the 
matter iiiid are i)rei):ired 10 eiidorBe the 
course taken by the government rather 
than that taken by Mr, Laurier. I 
had been led to belio.ve that 
tbey were violently and unal- 
terably opposed to the government, 
and would vote for Mr. Laurier regard- 
less of otiier issues; but I found them in . 
(luite a difl'erent mood. They underr 
bland all that ia involved in the election 
and are disposed to view the school 
matter in a judicial si)irit. The full and 
frank statements of the case which Mr. 
Macdonald and I were alileto make have 
brought about a much better feeling 
and I can see no reason for doubtiiif; 
that a most decisive verdict in our favor 
will be given by all the Western con- 
stituencies. The people tire enthusiastic 
in their approval of our general policy, 
and many conscientious and well mean- 
ing iiioii wdio do not tee eye to eye with 
us on the school qin stion will support 
the government candidates on broader 
grounds."

day and i)(,'ard. Weliuve work tor all 
v,-li<) are there, hut; we do net want a l.iiir 
rush , beeaiiJie; there is uul, the employ- 
ment, at [ireseiU. \'ery little of the 
country, however, lias been even pros- 
pecteil. Tlie Britisli uiiniug laws are 
very liberal — in fact, quite to the advan- 
tage of the American miner. He can, 
iju pay inf! tlie mining license, i;o in 
anu take up liisulaim and hold itaiininsl 
all comera. The surface rijjthts nuiy bo 
secured from Mr. Diinamuir on very 
liberal terms, he having secured them 
with his railroad land grant. It has 
been contended in the court that tli>^ 
owners' surface rights do not include 
the mineral, but that is a question for 
the conrtB in England to decide. We 
like the Americans because they are 
ipiic'k to see ;l good prospect and take 
ailvantuge of it. 

"Tlie Alberni Cousolidated Mining 
tlonipany owns four mines in a group — 
the Alberni, Chicago, Warspite ami \'ic- 
toria. Thoy are situated on Miner-jl 
creek, about ;-!,nOO feet from its month, 
where it flows into Ciiina creek, which, 
in turn, flows into Alberni eanal, the 
latter being an inlet of Barclay .Sound, 
on the west shore of Vancouver islani.1. 
Beginning at the mouth of China ereek 
on either side, the ground has been 
staked off for placers andquartz, Amont; 
the best placers are the Duke of York 
and Cataract, which have paid hand- 
somely, hut the quartz mines will do 
better. 

"We had quite an experience with 
our mines," contiiuu.'d Mr. J>auiuiers 
" U'e sent uien in there to pronpect 
three years ago. Tlioy made the 
loealions, and claimed the |irop- 
erty, keeping us oil' with guns. 
Then it was thrown into litigation, and 
in that state remained for a long time, 
when we linally compromised by a oon- 
solidation, an<l we have become friends 
again. Tlie ledge at lir-st was Init 
eighteen inches through, but now, only 
forty feet down, it has widened < ai t, to 
3x6 feet. Three shifts of men are work- 
ing, and we are getting down two feet a 
duv- 

"The first batch of ore, a ton and a 

half, gave a smelter lest of ifl50, or iflOO 
a ton ; but that was surface ore. It waa 
sent out on niulebaek. Wo now have 
100 tons on the tlump from our forty- 
foot level, anil we shall begin at once to 
haid il out with teams, as there is now 
agoodroad. Loaded on the steimers, 
one-half will go to Taconia and ihe 
other to the Selby smelter at San Fran- 
cisco for tests. 

"If the ore proves satisf.ietory , and 
does as well as expected, wo shall |>at in 
a big stam|» mill in the s]irini:. It will 
be loc tied on the creek at the base of 
an incline of 2,fi00 feel in a distance of a 
mile and a quarter, leading directly from 
the mines. 

" T'liere are other good mines in the 
locality producing ore of a very high 
grade. The Ophir mine ha.'j :^146 ore. 
The I-ast Chance and the Missing Link 
each are free f^old propositions of a very 
hit;h gra<le."

M'hile in the e.ily Mr. .^^aunders met 
Edward Bleweti and Mr. Davis, wlio are 
engaged in gold and copfier mining at 
Fan-view, B.0„ and to say that these 
gentlemen were astonished at the rich- 
ness of these two lotH of (juarts would be 
putting it inilill)' indeed. One ohi lime 
mimngoKpert took a piece ol Lhis gold 
(piai 1.-', and ground it into powder. He 
was prcpart'd (or a surprise, but the 
auionni of >'idlow metal was even a 
revelation to h iin. 

Mr. .Saunders ha.s resiiled in \'ict"ria 
ever since ISlili. and for the most of I hat 
time liaa been engaged in jnercant lie i>iir- 
suits.

FOULINO THEIR OWN NEST, 

The Ottawa Journal, though not hy 
a'lyuieansa partisan paper, condemns, 
and rightly condemns, the Grit papers 
that are continually representing Can- 
ada as beiiij^ on the vur^'u of ruin. Jn 
every country there are facts which, if 
taken by theiii.selves, woiikl lead to tlic 
conclusion that it is the reverse of pros- 
perous. The Grits will certainly admit 
that the ,United States is not in a condi- 
tion of decry, yet the rural districts 
of several of the Eastern States 
have been almost depopulated. Large 
numbers of farms have been aban- 
doneti, and jiurcliaaera could not 
be found for the (iuserted i)roj)(Mlies. 
Foreifincrs in somo cases liave been im- 
ported to cultivate and occupy the farms 
which the cultivators of American birth 
had abandoned. Then there has been 
distress of the severest kind in ^linne- 
siita and Dakota. AVe have read of 
f.irniors in tlie United .States beiii^; com- 
lielled to kill tlieir workinj^ cattle and to 
eat their seed jiraiii and i)olatoes to keep 
from starvinj,'. 

It is well known that the destitution 
in New York and Chicago and other 
large American cities is us pitiable 
and apparently as hopeless as that 
of the cities of the old world. These 
and hundreds of other undeniable faets 
which, if eonsiderod iiloiic and without 
reference to the general condition of the 
country, would lead to the belief that the 
United States is on the luKh road to 
ruin and that it is a country in which 
any one who desires to prosper and to 
live in peace and safety would do w'dl 
to avoid. Hut all the world knows that 
the United Status, when regarded as a 
whole, is a rich and a prosperous coun- 
try. 

Some Grit newspapers, by taking iso- 
lated cases and by putting what are 
admitted to he facts in u false 
light do tlieir best to make the wcirld be- 
lieve that Canada is a miserable c<junlry, 
and that it is goiiiir heliind iivery year, 
wlien the roveree is the fact. We lio 
not believe that there is a country in the 
world whose inhabitants, taken as a 
whole, live more comfortably and more 
happily than do those of this Dominion 
of Canada. Evidences of prosperity, 
comfort and industry profitably ajiplicd, 
are to bo aeon cvcrywliere. Tlie rising 
generation of Canadians will compare 
favorably physically and intellectually 
with the young people of any country on 
the face of the earth. A better indica- 
tion of the healtby condition of 
a country than this could not 
be asked for. The Grit Canadian 
pessimists, as the Ottawa Journal Blio-r\ s, 
do not tell the truth about even 
the isolated cases which thev .adduce, 
and they moat carefully refrain from toll- 
ing all the truth with regard to the whole 
country. In their case, as in all oth- 
«rp, "half the truth is ever the worst of 



lies." They defame their country even 
when they tell the truth about part of 
it— when they from partial premises 
draw general conclusions. 

THE PREMIER'S FITNESS. 

A great deal has bce'i said, and that, 
too, not in the best taste, about the 
Premier's ability to perform the duties 
of his position. He has been repre- 
sented as an old man who has lost his 
viBor. both of body and mind. Now one 
of the best tests of strength, both bodily 
and mental, is ability to address a largo 
public iiieeling in a builtliiig in whieli it 
is not easy to speak. .Sir Cliarles Tapper 
was the other day in Winnipeg put to 
such a test. If his condition, both of 
mind and body, is such as some of the 
Grit papers declare it to be, he would 
have been utterly broken down before 
the first half an hour had expired. Hut 
Sir Charles showed no signs of ex- 
haustiou after speaking for two hours. 
This, according to the Nor'-Wester, is 
how he stood this very severe test ; 

" Manitobans have heard many objec- 
tions to Sir Charles Tupjier ; a/id many 
reasons advanced for his imlitness for tiie 
position of Premier of the Dominion of 
Canada. Among them was the state- 
ment that with the increase of years ho 
had lost the vigor and energy and the 
physical and mental ability that were 
essential requisites for successfully fill- 
ing so important a i)Osition ; and the as- 
sertion has been maile by bis political 
opponents that owing to this fact he had 
lost his grip, and was no longer able to 
cope with great undertakings, or to suc- 
cessfully outline plans for his followers, 
or to control and harmonize discordant 
elements. Possi bly there were some w 1 1 o 
attended the great meeting in the Bry- 
don rink last night, who went there im- 
pressed witli the feeling that perhaps 
there might he some truth in all this; 
hut we venture to pay there were none 
of all that vast eonci'urse of peojile, not 
one individual, whether friend or foe, 
who came away from the meeting with 
any such feeling or impression. 

A curling rink is not arranged v/ith 
reference to the science of acoustics, and 
is perhaps one of the worst constructed 
buildings possible, in this particular, 
for a speaker, and when to this was 
added the noise of rain pattering 
on the metal roof, at times almost en- 
tirely drowning the speaker's voice, and 
the recollection also that an audience of 
four thousand people were witliin tlio 
walls of the building, filling every chink 
and crevice to the most remote ecjrners 
of it, it will be understood that Sir 
Charles had no easy task before him, 
and that the question of "the physical 
endurance necessary on such an occasion 
was an important consideration. For 
two hours, however, lie hold the vast 
audience, and during that time showed 
no signs of weariness or fatigue, eitlier 
in body or in voice, and except when 
there was an extreme outpour of rain 
upon the roof was heard distinctly in 
every part of the building."

LAURIER'S POSITION DEFINED. 

Those whose interpretali(jn of Mr. 
Laurier's ambiguous utterances have led 
tbem to believe that in no case will he 
have recourse to remedial legislation 
will be undeceived if they read carefully 
the Sjieechea which lie delivers in (Jiie- 
bee.

In 
one of them he is reported to have 
said : 

"I would have addressed myself to 
Christian consciences and told them to 
give to the minority the privileges of 
conscience they claimed for themselves: 
and. if Ihn pi-oplf. of Afnnilolxi n'mdintul 
uljili(i-(ilc, lltcri' irrre (ilicai/a In i r,' f/n 
prv/vr.i ()/• llir ronntiliilion In fill/ liiirk 

The words which we have printed in 
italics are most significant. They show 
that Mr. Laurier's policy with respect to 
Manitoba would be identical with that 
pursued by the present government. He 
would first ask the (iovernment of Man- 
itoba todo i\hai he coiifiidcra justice t(j 
the Roman Catholic minority — civil!}' 
and jiersuasively. Ho woulil ei^nd Mr. 
Mowat to them as an ambuaaador of 
peace. If they continued "obdurate" 
and would hear neither him nor Mr. 
Mowat he would thon resort to remedial 
legislation or, to use the ex- 
pression which men of his 
party have invented and used until 
it has become threadbare ho would 
"coerce Manitoba." Hero we have at 
last Mr. Laurier's policy on the Mani- 
toba school question. The pressure ap- 
plied to him in Quebec has forced him 
at last to be honest and definite. 

The people of the Dominion know 
now what to cx])ect from Mr. Laurier if 
he is jilaced in power. Ho will go as 
far as the coustitution permits to com- 
pel the people of Manitoba to do what 
ho regards as justice to the minority. 
He has not left the people in doubt as to ' 



Now that the appeal to the people is 
at hand the Grits are trying to hedge on 
the trade question. They no longer 
demand free trade. They go so far as to 
declare that free trade aa it is in Eng- 
land is not possible in Canada. Some of 
them are doing their best to explain 
aw.ay their past utterances on the trade 
question, so as to leave them perfectly 
nu^aningless. Their efforts to beniuddle 
and befog the trade question are, how- 
ever, defeated by their leader, who in 
Montreal, said: 

' Ujion the trade jiolicy 1 need not 
tell you that, we stand at the very 
antipodes of the Conservative party. The 
Conservative party believe in iirotec- 
tioii ; all tlieir hope is in protection. The 
Liberal p^'.rty believe in free trade on 
broad lines, such as exists in Great 
Britain, and their immediate object is a 
revenue tariff, i tarill'to be derived from 
customs, but wliieli will levy no duties 
excejit for the purposes of revenue. 
Upon the ([uestionof principle there can 
be no conipromise. We stand here 
against protection, and in favor of a 
customs tariff based upon the principhis 
of revenue and nothing else." 

FROM ALHERNI. 

The latest news from Alberni is good. 
]3efore the work of development was 
commenced those who took an interest in 
the district did not know what to think. 
The surface indications were plentiful 
enough, but no one could tell whether 
or not tliey were only surface indica- 
tions. ■Many were inclined to believe 
that the signs of mineral wealth that 
were visible in so many places were not 
to be depended upon — did not necessarily 
warrant the contention that the 
district is ricli in gold. Nothing 
but develo])Uieiit which involved 
the expenditure of large sunie 
of money could prove this, and who was 
going to take the risk? Well, enter 
prising men have taken the risk and the 
result so far is most encouraging. De- 
velopment has proved that there is gold 
below the surface, that the indications 
are not all deceptive. It is too soon to 
say mucli about whtit has already been 
achieved, but enough has been found out 
to show the believers in Alberni that 
their faith in the capabilities of the dis 
trict has not been groundless.

It 
is very generally considered that the 
reason so many try to get into stores and 
offices is that they wish to become book- 
keepers and lawyers, but the fact is they 
can't get anything else here. They can- 
not even eiiiist in this country, and it 
goes very hard with boys here. .Ul thi 
is doubtlessly very well known to your 
honorable body. I do not think that 
any form of apprenticeship would cope 
with all the old boys at present idle 
or wasting their time in ^'icto^ia, 
but I am very certain that there is 
some way to jilace the boys out for a 
year at least as they leave school. There 
are so many good trades, lioys tastes 
and abilities me not all alike, and, 
lastly, there would never be a crush if 
the scheme was rightly managed. Any- 
thing would be better than turning the 
boys out into the cold."

Although 
about one-halt the Coast Healers have yet 
to be heard frcmi it is thouixht lliut j 
almost if not tlie entire catcli ^^ III be | 
known when tin; sleanier Mandi; returns 
from her jiresent trip up the Coast. IL 
is estimated tliat llie catch will greatly 
exceed that of last year, and tliat tiie i 
average, on the whole, notwithstanding 
the diseournging reports given out by 
the first sealers to arrive, will be a fairly 
paying ot>e. There is consideraijle specu- 
lation alone the water front just now 
with respect to Capt. McLean's catch in 
the schooner Favorite. 

Every available wharf along the water 
front has been secured for the celebra- 
tion regatta up the Arm on the 25th 
inst. The last obtainable was leaserl 
yesterday and there is now considerable 
cieinand for small tugs or steamers fi,)r 
the day. To ubtuin ihcse jirii'es appear | 
to be 11 secondary consideration, as dur- 
ing the last few years their lunnber lias 
greatly dimiuisiied, the Velog, Mary 
Hare,' Falcon, and T. AV. Carlei- being 
among those formerly engaged in the 
service, but' are no longer available. 

OniENTAI. SHIPS INWARD BOUND. 

The O.P.K. liner I'"nipress of India 
and a Xortberii i'acilic steamship are 
en route here from the Orient, and ao- 
cordiiig to schedule the former should 
reacli Victoria on Wednesday. The 
steamship Victoria, of the N.P. line, is 
supposed to liave sailed from Yokohama 
on the 11th insL., and the local agent, 
Mr. tJ. E. Macrae, is daily expecting ad- 
vices regarding her departure. She car- 
ries the first shipment of this year's tea 
crop sent to America from the Orient 
and, according to the oiruHirs of the Ta- 
coma — tlie last N. P. ship in jiort — v/ill 
have a ver3' large cargo. Out of a l.OQO- 
ton cargo, the Empress of India has 100 
tons of freight for Victoria. She has 140 
cabin and 598 steerage passengers.

STRIKES AND liOYCOTS. 

The Armour Packing Company Under the 
Ban— Milwavikee StrcKt Railway Strike 
—Carpenters Go Ont at Detroit. 

Kansas City, May IB. — The strikt; of 
the44 firemen of the Armour |iackiug 
place has assumed international propor- 
tions nnd there is no telling where 
or how it will end. The strikers have 
already petitioned the national i-onncil 
of the li'ederation of Jjabor lo declare an 
international boycot against the Armour 
products, and it is the belief of labor 
men that the hi)ycot will be declared. 
Tliia atop was taken to-day at a meeting 
of the industrial council. The tronhle 
between the Armour company iuhI 
the liremen was laid before the council 
yesterday, and was referred to it.s griev- 
ahce committee for adjustment. The 
committee met Superintendent Touriel- 
otto, of Armour's, to-day, and again 
submitted the men's demands. 

Tlie company refused lo recede from 
its poailion, aiid when the result was re- 
ported to the council the boycott was 
decided upon and a full report of tlu! 
t;rievanco of the lireuien was ilis])attdied 
to the national headiiuartera at Indian- 
apolis. The order of boycott will be 



spread throughout the dill'erent labor 
loclges. When formally issued, llio Ar- 
mour company will, it is said, fight the 
boycott by an injunction in the federal 
courts. 

Upon a stiowing of the foregoing by 
representatives of the coni()iiny to the 
fetleral court this afternoon, Jtnlge Phil- 
lips granted a teiniiorary injunction 
against the striking liremen, the o.flieers 
and meinlieraof the industrial ccaincil of 
Kansay City, and the otiicors and meiii- 
bers of the' I'\!derated Trades Council, 
restraining them from carrying out tlie 
pro|)Oscd boyc^)tt. The matter is set lor 
a lieariiig on Wednesday next. It is 
staled to-niglit by sympathizers with the 
sirikers that the boycott iias already 
been ordereil and hiia been operative 
since last Friday. 

.Mii.wArKKF., 5liiy l:"..— 'I'he street lail- 
way strike is practically over, and the 
strikers tlieniselves admit that their 
only hope lies in inducing tile public to 
refuse to |mlronize the ears. Cabs and 
'busses will be operated for the purpose 
of giving sympathizorfi with the Strikers 
an opportunity to make a practical dis- 
play of their feelings. The state board 
of arliitral ion had a twi> liours' confer- 
ence with the directors nf the street rail- 
way comiiiiny In-day. The representa- 
tives of tlie coni[)any declared that they 
had no new grou nil to take. 

The company Mas ojierating its ears 
and had nearly enough men to run 
along. It had nothing to say to the 
strikers fiii ther than to promise 250 of 
them work if they applied during the 
present week. Xo more could be accom- 
modated. This is equivalent to notify- 
ing 500 ii! llie bauds that they cannot be 
re-employed. 

Dei'Koit, May 12. — Over 500 union car- 
penters assembled in Central Labor Un- 
ion hnll this morning instead of going to 
work. Tiie strike is for an eight-hour 
day at 2.') cents an hour. The bosses are 
willing to make the niiniinnm wages 'JO 
cents uer hour, and promise to concede 
the eight-hour day on January 1 next. 

FEDERATION OP LABOE. 

Progress Making: Towards a Union Wtiich 
Will Embrace About Two 
DliUion Workers. 

New York, May 13. — The Herald says : 
A long step toward a permanent union 
between the Central Labor Union and 
the American Federation of Labor, 
which together control about two mil- 
lion organized workmen, was taken at 
last night's meeting of the Central Labor 
Union, which is a purely local body, un- 
attached lo either, biitcontaining unions 
owing allegiance to both. A letter was 
received by Samuel Gompers, president 
of the federation, asking the Central La- 
bor Union to sink all dinerences and join 
the federation. When the letter was 
read Charles W. Hoadley of the Electri- 
cal Workers' Union, a Knight of 
Labor, warmly endorsed it. Tlie 
only opponent to ^fr. Conipers' ]iro- 
pogilion was .luly, delegate of the 
Brewers' Union,-ii Knightof Labor, who 
has a grievance because the federation 
once iipposeil a biiycott by tlie Ivniglits 
of Labor on a hr(!wery in Washington. 

A motiiin by .lames C. Edwards, a 
third Knight of Labor, to refer Gom- 
pers' rc<iuest to atliliated unions for a 
v(de, was carried by a large majority. 
A letter was received from district as- 
sembly No. 75, a. of L., which controls 
the street railway union of Brooklyn, 
alleging that President C. L. Rossiter, 
of the Brooklyn Heights trolly 
mail, violated :i'_'reeiiieiits eiilered 
into witli it li\' disci iiniiiating aixaiiisl 
union men. The district assembly ex- 
lilaiiu'd that it did not wish to incon- 
venience the public by anotiier strike, 
and asked t hat the incmbers of the Cen- 
tral Labor Union pationiice rival roads. 

P. J. Mctiuire, vice-president of the 
.\merican Federation, wrote to uarn the 
Central Labor Union against .lolin .Mc- 
Luckie, formerly Burgess of Homestead, 
Pa., who is conducting & fi|lit against 
the Carnegie Iron and Steel Company 
and collecting money from labor unions, 
the members of which are under the ini- 
[iression thiit he is associated with the 
.A malgaiiialiiil .\ssociat ion nf Iron and 
Stcid Workers. .AlcCuirr emdosed a 
letter from M. M. i iarlaiid , nf the A mal- 
g.iiiiated As-^..eialed, declaring that .Mc- 
Luckie is n< 'I a lueiii 1 lei'. 

TIIF OLYMPIC (JAMES. 

The Stadium at Athens to Be Reproduced in 
Marble. 

— M. Averolf, the 
wealthy ( i reek resident of .Alexandria, 
to whoso muniliceiUH! was due the restor- 
ation of the stadium in which occurred 
the recent Olvmpic games, has decided 
t o enter II poll the work of reproducing 
the stadiuin in marble.

The 
riots and outbreaks of po|nilar hatred 
toward tb.o ITnited States at the time of 
the passage througli congress of the rt.'so 
lution favoring the recognition of the 
Cubans as lielligerents have !i;.'t hiani foi-- 
gotten, and tlie sentiments which caused 
them are but smouldering. 

El Lilieral declares tliat tiu; .Spanish 
government ought to liave sent a s(|uad- 
ron to Cuba in addition to pressing 
all the transatlantic steamboats at 
its disposal for that service. Tliis 
newspaper asserts that the steamer 
Bermuda, belonging to the Cuban 
insurgent committee, embarked upon 
the Florida coast 10,000 rifles, six 
pieces of artillery, three mitrailleuse, a 
quantity of munitions of war and .'iill) 
men, the majority of whom are gunners 
of the I'nited States militia, hjr the sup- 
ply of insurgent forces in Uulja.

speech by Sir Donald Smith in the 
Mouse of Commons should have set tlie 
mind of any reasonable man at rest, for 
Sir Donald is a man above reproach wiio 
piobabi;, knows more than any other 
person living about what went on in 
Manitoba at the time that jirovince en- 
tered confederation. In that speech Sir 
Donald distinctly said that speaking on 
behalf of Canada he had during the 
confederation negotiations promised to 
the peopleof Manitoba tbatttjeirschoola 
would be preserved to them. The speech 
referred to was delivered before the gov- 
ernment sent Sir Donald as one of the 
commissioners to attempt to make terms 
with the Green way government. Hon. 
David Mills also, aa Mr. Earle had said, 
hat: in a masterly argument proved tli:it 
the course of the government was per- 
fectly constitutional, and he hud de- 
clined to vote for the bill siin|)ly because 
he said the government had not ex- 
hausted " the annny \yays of diplomacy" 
before intmdiicin,:, it. 

As between the two ])arties now before 
the people of Canada, Col. Prior con- 
tinued, he did not see how the eIei:tors 
of British Columbia could liesitate in 
their choice. The Liiieral-Oonserva- 
tives, uiuler Sir Charles Tuiijier, stand 
for a bold policy of development of all 
Canadian interests in all parts of the 
Dominion. The opposition, on the con- 
trary, have from tiio first and invari- 
ably tried to baulk every measure of 
progrpRs coming before the house. 
The West (if Canad;i has never had, and 
could not have, a stronger friend 
than Sir Charles Tapper, who thorough- 
ly believes in tloing everything he can 
to give our iiiitural resources the ojjpor- 
tnnity for development. There is not a 
man in the cabinet who is not thorough- 
ly im])iessed with the idea that 15ritish 
Columbia in the very near future is to 
experience such development as very 
few have even dreamed of, and all iire 
])repaied to act accordingly. This then 
is not the time to ))Ut in power men of 
the opposition stamp, without faith in 
the country, and opposed, as Sir Richard 
Cartwright has declared himself to be, 
to granting any further assistance to 
railways in sporsely settled commun- 
ities, such as those in British Columbia. 

To say a few words about himself, he 
wishetl to state that when Sir Charles 
Tupiier asked him to join tlio new 
cabinet, and to tiiki^ the same position 
as he had occupied under Sir 
.Mackenzie I'.owell, be assured him 
that if the I.ibeial-Conserviilives 
were continued in power one of 
the very first measures ])re- 
sented next session wotilil ho ii bill abol- 
ishing the controUerahips and creating 
aa torineriy the two distinct do|)art- 
ments of customs and inland revenue. 
Sir Cliarles Tupjier stated that he did 
not believe in the coniiollerahipa, just 
as Sir John Alacdonald did not, ftir 
though he passed the bill several years 
before his death Sir John never put it 
into effect. The standing of the inland 
revenue ile])a:.-tment does not, however, 
afl'ect the position of its head when he 
aits at the council lioard, where every 
member has an equal vnice and vote, 
cast in the order of liis seniority as a 
I'riv}' Councillor, and not according to 
the department he eontroLs. As a mem- 
ber of the cabinet he had had e.xactly 
the same voice and authority as any 
other member — aa Sir Mackenzie, Boweil 
or aa Sir Cliarles Tupjnir. He tliougiit 
lie was suflicieiilly well known in Vic- 
toria that the electors wonkl acce])t his 
word for that, for they had yet to hear 
from him any statement not to the best 
of his knowledge absolutely correct. 
(.■Vliplause.) Whether or not it bad been 
of any advantagi! to Victoria to have one 
of her ri^presentalives in the cabinet he 
would leave it to the Board of Trade to 
say, as be saw the president, 
.Mr. n. 11. Ker, in the audience. He 
thou'/lit they would testify that never 
previously had the business they put 
before the government been so 
proiiiplly attended to. He did not 
claim any sjjecial credit for this, nor 
did lie wish to slight in any way the 
efforts of his colleague Mr. Thomas 
Farle, who had been unremitting aa 
ever in attending to the business of his 
constituents. (Applause.) The point 
he wished to make is that there is a 
very great ditrereiice between pi-esenting 
a tuatter to a niijiister in his otlice, and 
trusting to his sntliciently understand- 
ing the situation laid before liim as to 
enable him to satisfy his colli!:igiies in 
council — ■there is a dill'ereiiee l)etwe(;n 
that and being present oneself at the 
council meeting. There twelve or 
thirteen men nu'et together, to transact 
linsiiiess in biisinesB fashion, anil any 
Fiiilisli Coliinibian all'air can be satis- 
factorily explained to all iu a very few 
minutes where there is a minister pre- 
sent who understands the requirements 
of this country. (Applause.) 

Since he had returned to Victoria he 
had heard that the opposition are put- 
ting it about that a wise thing to do 
would be to send to parliament: one num 
from each side, so that whicliever party 
might be in jiower N'ictoria would have 
a friend at court. He hoped none 
of his friends would take that 
view. He came before tliein as 
a member of the government, and 
he did not Wuiit a single man 
to vote for him who wonkl not also vote 
for Mr. Earle as his colleague in the re- 
presentation. (Great applause.) If the 
government is not good enough to have 
two rnember.-i elected to au pport it, if the 
electors think they could be better serv- 
ed by sending Mr. Templeman and Dr. 
Milne to Ottawa, then they should send 
those gentlemen ; but it would he simply 
folly to s|dit the vote. W)mt standing, 
be asked, would V'ictoria have with any 
goveriunent if she sent one .supporter 
and one oi)])onenl to nullify bis vote. 
(Hear, hear.) Ho noticed that 
the latest issue raised against 
him was that ho was bringing liis private 
secretary from Ottawa, when he might 
si^cure the services of a secretary here. 
(Laughter.) The argument seeintMl 
almost too absurd to reply to, but he 
might just say that wherever a minister 
is he mast attend to the business of his 
departuient, the necessary correspon- 
dence being forwarded to him from 
Ottawa, and of course the business could 
only be transacted through a secretary 
familiar with the work of tlie di^jiartment . 
In coiu:lusi(ni ('ol. Prior [laid a coinpli- 
iiient totbeCoi.o.NisT, which li<^ described 
as being so conducted as to reflect credit 
upon tlu; provinc, at (Ottawa or wdier- 
ever else it is read away from home; and 
he thanked the president and ollicers of 
the Liberal-Coiiaorvalivo aissociation for 
their hearty and well directed efforts on 
his behalf. (Applause,)

unce. He was glatl to notice, therefore, 
that amongst the aiipjiorters of the Li b- 
eral-Conserv;itiyes is the respected Pre- 
mier of Britial; Colundjia, whom he now 
called ujion for. an address. (/V ii])Uuise.) 

Hon. .r. H. Turner rising amidst great 
applause said lie had not come prepared 
to speak, hiiving regarded this as simply 
a meeting of welcome to the rejueaenta- 
lives of this constituency. He felt that 
they have both admirably represented 
this iirovince, and that they have con- 
ihicted themselves in such a way that 
their constituents should be well satis- 
lied with them. He felt that it 
is a vei'y proper thing tbat this 
capital city of British Columbia 
should be represented by a member of 
the cabinet, and of course when he 
spoke in this way lor Col. Prior he 
spoke also and just as strongly for liis 
colleague Mr. hiarle. Ho had never 
iieen one of those who doubted Col. 
Prior's position — the atleiii]it to qucs- 
tion it had simply bt^en an electioneer- 
ing scheme lo j>revent votes hidng 
cast for him; liiil the opposition 
should certainly abandon that cry 
now. He hoped that .to oifered 
in the opposition paper the otiier d.'iy 
(laughter) had reallv been paid, for it 
certainly should have been ; and tic felt 
that the wise gentleman who put it up 
has made a mistake which will tell 
against his own side. He had reason to 
believe that with respect to certain im- 
portant public works ill which British 
Columbia is deejily interested.

Prior has received astuiraiicea from the 
Dominion governiiieiu which must 
he very satisfactory to u.s — he 
referred of course to the raihvtiv 
interests, (tlreat applause.) Wecertaiiily 
have had in Col. Prior the l if^lil man to 
represent us in Ibis coinu-ct ii m. He 
thoULdit it only right, too, that the 
Dominion should give very liberal assis- 
tance to the development of British 
Cohimijia, and he fell sure tliat the 
position this province baa now arrived at 
with respect to itn mines will soon im- 
press this tact upon the government at 
Ottawa. He waa glad to hear the con- 
fident tone in which Col. Prior 
had spoken with respect to the 
[)rosp(H:ts of the goverrinient parly 
111 the Ivist. In his ratlii'f 
extensive con espondeiice in cuiiiieclion 
with his business, all that be bad read 
fully confirmed what had been stated to- 
night, lie thought that ^lessis. I'rior 
and Ivirle can go forward in the ciin- 
lident expectation of success here, but 
iheir frieiKls should not on that aciMimt 
rela.x their ellbris to roll up good ma- 
jority. (Applause.) They had in Col. 
Prior a representative with plenty of 
energy, with the advantage of youth on 
his side, and Avith the pluck and vigor 
necessary to enable him to carry through 
whatever he might undertake. (Ap- 
Iilauae.) 

Hon. Col. Raker next rose, at the re- 
(juest of the chairmaii, ii'id added his 
welcome lo that alreatly exiended to Col. 
I'rior and Mr. Earle. There is. ho said, 
a personal aspect as well as a party 
aajject in connection with the coming 
election ; as to the first ho thought there 
could be no doubt that her old represen- 
tatives are the men for this constitu- 
ency ; and with Sir Charles Tapper at 
the helm it is certain that British Col- 
umbia bus more to expect from the 
Lilieral-Conservativep than from their 
opponents. (Ap()hiu3G.)
